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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 81 - 84 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Moore et al. (US Patent 5689275). 

3. Moore et al. teach solid regions of different particle diffraction and material than a 
semiconductor arranged (col. 6 line 65 - col. 7 line 15) in a periodic array (fig. 3) within 
the semiconductor (claim 11). and further teach the regions may be piped-shaped, 
plate-shaped, or sphere-shaped (col. 3 lines 29 - 39) and made from non-conducting 
temperature-resistant ceramics (col. 4 lines 2 - 5). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 85 and - 86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Moore et al. (US Patent 5689275) in view of Fan et al. (US Patent 5440421). 

6. Moore et al. teach the features previously outlined, but lack the periodic array to 
be a unit cell of the BCC type. 
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7. However, Fan et al. teach the periodic array to be a unit cell of the BCC type (fig. 
1 , & col. 3 lines 31 - 37) for optimization. 

8. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to incorporate the teachings of Fan et al. into the Moore et 
al. reference and make the periodic array a unit cell of the BCC type for optimization. 

9. Claims 72 to 79 are allowable, because prior does not teach the solid material 
having a melting temperature higher than the surrounding complementary material. 

10. Prior art considered, but not used in the rejection include Ostergaard et al. (US 
Patent 6683898), and Joannopoulos et al. (US Patent 5955749). 

Remarks 

1 1 . The examiner has reviewed prior art in light of applicant's comments and 
amendment. New references have been found to reject some of applicant's amended 
claims, and finds it persuasive as to the reading prior art. Applicant's amendment 
necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office action.
